University Linked to Surplus Ship Profits 


U. of Chicago 
Made $300,000 
In Transaction 
Senate Group Probes 
Deal Which Netfed 
Huge Stock Profits 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


The University of Chicago 
was named today as one- of 
the three major investors in a 
richly profitable deal in war 
surplus ships now under sen- 
ate investigation. 


A senate investigations subcom- 


mittee is studying whether the 
deal—which returned 33/i million 
dollars profit on investments of 
5101,000 in less than three years— 
was legal and "whether federal 
taxes were avoided." 


Invested $15,000 


William Leece, staff counsel of 


the subcommitte, testified the rec- 
ords of the deal show the univer- 
sity invested $15,000 in the ven- 
ture, acquiring stock in the two 
key firms which engineered the 
complex transaction. 


Leece did not immediately say 


what the firms' books and records 
showed as to the university's re- 
turn from Its investment 


Leece named Joseph E. Casey, 


Washington lawyer and former 
congress member, as the largest 
single investor. He said Casey put 
n $20,000, receiving 2,000 shares 
of stock in American 
Overseas 


Tanker Corp., a U.S. firm, and 4,- 
000 shares, of stock in Greenwich 
Marine Corp., its subsidiary. • 


Bought 8 Tankers 


American overseas bought eight 


tankers from the government and 
chartered them to Greenwich, a 
3anamanian firm which had the 
ame stockholders as American 
Overseas. 


Greenwich in turn subchartcred 


.he tankers to a subsidiary of 
Standard Oil of New Jersey. 


As Leece related it, Greenwich 


paid off from charter fees the 
debts- American Overseas had as- 
sumed in buying the ships. Eventu- 
ally, the ships were sold and the 
stockholders of American Over- 
seas got their big profits as capl- 
.al gains. 


Leece said that after Casey the 


University of Chicago and E. Stan- 
ey Klein, New York businessman, 
vere the largest investors 'in the 
'cnture. 


He said the university and Klein 


:ach put up $15,000 and each re- 
ceived 1,500 shares of American

scene could throw its plans into 
the ash can.

350,000 guardsmen and reservisits 
to active duty. Most of them will 
be released by the end of the year.

The first, and most noticeable 


progress mentioned by Rodgers 
was speed, "Today it takes 1( 
hours to cross the country and 
four hours to cross the Atlantic 
In the future you will probably 
be able to leave New York at 12:1 
and land in California at 12:15.' 
This last, said Rodgers, was pos- 
sible because of the time change.'

I Coast Guard 
Rescue Craft 
Nears Tanker 


Nine Dead, Nine 
Missing in Dual 
Atlantic Tragedy 


CHATHAM, Mass. — (AP) 


—Rough seas of the Atlantic 
boiled anew 
today 
under 


freshening winds as the Coast 
Guard cutter Eastwind moved 
toward tKe stern of the sever- 
ed tanker Fort Mercer which 
has 33 survivors aboard- 


Nine men were believed lost 


from the tanker Pcndlcton, which 
suffered the same fate as the Fort 
Mercer in yesterday's blinding 
snowstorm. Nine other are un- 
accounted for. Thirty-two 
were 


saved last night. 


Rearing Ship 


At 7 a.m. (CST), the Eastwind 


reported she was only 10 miles 
from the drifting wreck of the 
Mercer which 'was more than 50 
miles off Cape Cod. Three hours 
later, the Eastwind had not re- 
ported again. 


At Coast guard headquarters it 


was considered probable the East- 
wind might throw a line aooard 
the Mercer and tow her into Bos- 
ton rather than attempt a rescue 
in the rough sea. 


The cutter Yakatat, meanwhile, 


reported taking four survivors off 
the bow of the Mercer before it 
overturned in heavy seas. The 
message said the Yakatat planned 
to sink the wreckage with gun fire. 


Captain Safe 


"-"Among those rescued by the 
cutter 'were the Meroer's cap- 
tain, 
Frederick C. Pactzel 
of 


Houston. Tex., and Purser Edward, 
E. Turner jr., olTNew "York City. 


The Yakatat said the skipper 


and purser were taker, off the 
Mercer under extremely hazard- 
ous conditions and that the seas 
were running high. Earlier it was 
believed no one was' aboard the 
bow of the Mercer. 


The Eastwind replaced the cut- 


ter McCuiloch, which was ordered 
back to Boston The McCuiloch re- 
ported no sign of life aboard the 
bow of the Pcndlcton which was 
aground 1,000 yards off the Pol- 
lock Rip lightship. 


Sights Survivors 


First word that 33 survivors 


were aboard the stern half of the 
Mercer came from the military

The immediae future in the in- 


dustrial field is the reverse: 3!i 
million more workers will be need- 
ed in the next two years to till de- 
fense 
and -civilian 
manpower 


needs, according to Sccrctaiy of 
Labor Tobm. 


Tobin-said his job estimate is 


based on present production and 
military recruitment schedules. He 
said to meet needs, the total labor 
force must be expanded by an esti- 
mated 1.200,000 to 67,700,000 by 
the end of the year. 


The forecast of more food and 


fiber .but a less encouraging farm 
employment outlook was made in 
a survey by JDr.

One of , the main reasons our 


county corn yields have not been 
higher is because of the poor tilth 
and structure of the soil.

through 
legumes 
and 


grasses along with animal manure. 


A bare minimum of 25 per cent 


of all cultivated land should oe in 
a good legume grass rotation pas- 
ture. Most farms in the county 
should have more. According to the 
1950 assessors report for Lee coun- 
ty only 9.5 per cent of the total 
cultivated acres were in a rotation- 
al pasture. This did not include 
sweet clover which was plowed 
down the spring after it was sow- 
ed.

acre farm, all of it underground, 
is turning out a crop of highly 
perishable food every day in Uxj » 
year. 


The crop is mushrooms, grown, 


harvested, and packed in the 
bank caverns of an abandoned 
linipstone quarry along the Mis- 
sissippi river near Valmeyer. As 
soon as packed the steak-mates 
are placed under refrigeration and 
shipped out in refrigerated trucks. 


Knaust Mushrooms, Inc., leased 


the caverns from the Columbia 
Quarry Co., about a year ago." a, 
An official said employes spread 
compost six inches deep'over all 
the vast acreage of floor space, 
then topped it with damp soil. 


Entrances Closed 
, 


All entrances were closed to 


maintain a constant temperature 
of 52 to 54 degrees. A seven-acre 
lake in one section supplies the 
boilers to make steam and keep 
a steady level of humidity. Elec- 
tric lights widely spaced along the v- 
40-foot ceiling supply just the re- *• 
quired amount of dimness for the' 
fungus crop to thrive. 


Nearly 50 people, mostly women 


and girls, pick the marketable 
mushrooms by the light of miners' 
lamps on their heads. This must 
be done every day in the year, 
since a mushroom one day pas£ 
picking time is wasted.

Is Secret to 


oGood Poultry 


' BY FRANK PR1EBE 


To put meat on chickens or t 


get eggs out of hens, you've go 
to get feed into them. 


You not only have to "set 


good table"—in other words, give 
them properly balanced feed—bu 
you have to encourage them t 
come back for second and thin 
helpings!

They won't do that if they have 


to push their way up to the 
feeders. 


Last week I went to a meeting 


of broiler growers and they weri 
talking about how many feeders 
you ought to have for chickens 
and how often you ought to feed 
them. 


I picked up some extremely in- 


teresting information—and 
I'm 
^ sure it will be as interesting to 
* you as it was to me. 


Suppose a big broiler house was 


divided into three sections. In one 
section there were 20 4-foot feed- 
era for every thousand birds. In 
the second, 30 feeders per thous- 
and. And in the third, 40. 


What difference do you think 


it would make? 


Here's the difference it did 


make: with 20 feeders per thous- 
j. and, it took 2.9 pounds of feed to 
V produce a pound of meat. With 30 


feeders, 2.69 pounds. And with 40 
feeders, only 2.49 pounds. 


More Feeders Mean More Profit 
I did some quick figuring to 


convert 
that into dollars and 


cents—to money in your pocket. 
Suppose you were growing 10,000 
birds to approximately 3 pounds. 
By doubling the feeder space— 
that is, by using 40 feeders in- 
stead of 20—you'd save around 6 


t tons of feed. At 5120 a ton that 


would be $720 more profit! 


Here's another interesting com- 


parison: 


A broiler house was divided in 


half. In one half of the house the 
birds were fed three times a day. 
In the other half, five times a 
day. They were grown to 3 pounds. 


The chickens fed three times a 


day used 3.12 pounds,of feed to 
produce a pound of meat. Those 


'£fed five times a day used only 


2.87 pounds—a quarter of a pound 
less feed for every pound of meat. 


That may seem like a small 


difference. But those small differ- 
ences add up to a good many 
dollars 
when 
you're 
growing 


chickens by the thousand. On 
10.000 birds grown to 3 pounds— 
for example—it would mean a 


saving of about 7500 pounds of 
feed. At the present price of feed 
that would put an extra $450 in 
your pocket! And that's quite a 
roll of bills! 
Extra Feeders Cut Cost Per Dozen 


I don't have any figures to show 


how much extra feeders would 
lower the cost of producing a 
dozen eggs. But I'm sure they 
would make as much difference in 
the cost of producing eggs as they 
do in the cost producing chicken 
meat. And I think I'm safe in say- 
ing that not more than one per- 
son in ten has enough feeders in 
his hen house. 


I remember a hatchery, flock- 


owners' meeting I vent to once. 
The head of the poultry depart- 
ment at the state college was 
talking about the number of feed- 
ers needed for a hundred hens. 


The lady sitting next to me 


said, "If I put in that many feed- 
ers my hens wouldn't have room 
enough to turn around." 


The idea is that you don't want 


them to turn around without find- 
ng feed in front of them! The 
more feed you can induce them to 
eat, the less it's going to take to 
jroduce a dozen eggs or a pound 
of chicken!

50 different industries more than held their own in compe- 
tion with unhandicapped workers doing the same jobs. 


With most other results about even, the survey showed 


the cardiacs actually produced 2.4 per cent more than the 
unimpaired wprkers. Apparently they produced more to 
prove their worth' in industry.

Life in Berlin Under Russian Guns is Mixture of 


Spiritual Gloom and Gaiety 


(Copyright, 1949, King Features Syndicate, Inc.) 


BERLIN—The spiritual gloom, the rather whispering atmos- 


phere of Berlin under the Russian 'guns is not easily conveyed to 
you because there is also an uncanny gaiety or bravado in the bearing 
of the Americans stationed here. A visiting Journalist irritated eome 
of the American garrison by remarking that the officers were living 
on a high suburban scale. But that observation is more a compli- 


i.icnt than a reproach. 
Major General Lemuel 


Mathewson, the American commander, a parachut- 


lives in a large house built by some vanished 


German rich man. Mrs. Mathewson and their three 
young daughters are with him, and the general 
argues that if the Americans were to ship out 
their families, the effect on the spirit'of the Ger- 
mans would be very bad. Yet if, the Russians 
should strike suddenly, as our military plans as- 
sume they may, sonic of these women and children 
would be killed and others would be hauled in 


v trucks or driven afoot into the black mystery of 


P»«I« 
the east. 
( 


This test of nerves the Americans have withstood with honor to 


themselves and their country. It is strange that even in a few hours 
one rallies and puts aside the awful realities of, this ruin. No longer 
sensitive to deep pain as each turning of a corner brings some addi- 
tional example of civilized man's reversion to barbarism, I was never, 
theless stunned by the ruins in Berlin wherever the eye might glance 
Questions of blame or guilt were evasive quibbles in the disaster that 
civilized man had wrought upon the cities which were the greatest 
material monuments to his civilization. 


Unintentionally I found -myself studying faces in the streets. 


These Germans in our sector of the city and in the British and 
French sectors are now officially certified to have been innocent of 
Nazism or to have been cured of mild infections. We are waging 
an official political campaign to teach them that "democracy" is 
the ultimate, the ideal way of life. But our fanacticism is compara- 
ble to that of the Nazis, who imposed compulsory National Socialism 
with equal bigotry and fervor, and an intellectual, subject people 
may have had mental reservations as they did when they gave lip 
service to Hitler to retain their Jobs, their apartments and their 
business assets and keep out of prison camps. 
No man could read an answer in 
their eyes but it took no genius to 
see in these faces a woe and hope- 
lessness that could not be prettied 
away by the cosmetic arts of state 
department doctrine and ''policy." 
I saw a woman of maybe 35 pull- 
ing a small cart of scrap wood 
with a frayed rope as a child 
bustled alongside lending a little 
hand and steadying the load. Her 
face was gray, her eyes were gray 
and they stared into mine, re- 
minding me of the parting glance 
of a gambler in the death cell at 
Carson, Nevada. 
I wanted to 


speak but he gave me a look-like 
that and there was nothing I 
could say. 


The guest house which the army 


runs for VIPs, or very Important 
people, is occupied largely by of-, 
fleers on errands in and out of 
Berlin and by correspondents who 
come here to touch second as it 
were. It is the lost home of a 
German physicist named Scharff, 
expensive but ugly, yet on a wall 
on the stairwell there remains a 
group painting of a comely blonde 
woman seated on a bench with 
two little yellow-haired boys about 
7 and 5 in Bavarian leather shorts, 
and the father of the family lean- 


In 


ing over her with his hands on 
the back of the bench. There was 
a Bavarian cottage in the back- 
ground. 
A general of the Ger- 


man eastern air command took 
over the house for the war and 
built two concrete sentry boxes 
in the garden. 
A small swim- 


ming pool of green title littered 
with soiled trash spoke of a fam- 
ily's security and luxury a little 
while ago. The boys are young 
men now. The mother lives in 
the country house in Bavaria and 
we were told that Doctor Scharff 
was dead. 


Lieutenant Herb Kirk, a young 


Infantryman detached from the 
Fourth division, met me at the 
airport and took charge. He had 
not been in Berlin long but even 
so soon he had become, shall I say, 
hardened to the imminence of 
war, for he is planning to marry 


June a girl who is now teach- 


ing school in Lovelock, Nevada 
and settle here. 


At desk I heard babbling on the 


sidewalk outside my room and 
watched a vivacious girl of about 
14 on roller skates, arguing some 
matter with a boy about the same 
age—a debate that seemed as 
lightsome as any teenage conver- 
sation. 
Berlin children, born to 


horror and growing under a threat 
of doom, seem to enjoy some God- 
given 
immunity, and 
General 


Mathewson, of course, is right, 
for the presence of the families of 
the allied soldiers and civilian of- 
ficials is a contribution tS the 
task imposed by Roosevelt, Tru- 
man and Dean Acheson. 


That night, with Tom^and Isa- 


bel Agoston, of the International 
News Service, Lieutenant Kirk, 
and Jimmy O'Donnell, of the Sat- 
urday Evening Post, we went to 
a sort of colony restaurant, or 
better say Maxim's—the Tuscu- 
lum 
on 
the 
Kurfurstendam, 


bombed out in 1945 but partly re- 
stored. 
There were only three 


other parties, all apparently Ger- 
mans. The menu offered Russian 
caviar at abouj. five dollars but 
we had turtle soup, smoked sal- 
mon, a white Russian goulash of 
veal and pork with rice, and Ger- 
man and French wines, and for 
dessert flaming crepes with cham- 
pagne. The waiter* were in for- 
mal dress and a dogged pianist 
frustrated all converatkm with a 
repertoire 
of 
"Swanee River," 


"Kentucky Home," "Yanke* Doo- 
dle" and "Deep in the Heart of 
Texas" from a songbook. 


The Kanton Is a Chinese res- 


taurant serving bird's nest aoup 
and assorted sueys with Teutonic 
overtones. 
Bouillabaisse, goose 


and duck also are set forth at 
frenzied prices amid these ruins. 
Our dinner was certainly no mea- 
ger snack. Its true cost was 200 
marks, or roughly fifty dollars, 
and on army pay even a major 
general's cruising radius is lim- 
ited.

called before a judge as the

Two alert young policemen rec- 


ognized Sutton on a Brooklyn 
street yesterday to end a vast five- 
year manhunt launched when he 
made the second prison break of 
his career. 


Police were taking special pre- 


cautions today as Sutton, 51, was 
to plead before Queens County 
Judge William B. Groat on an in- 
dictment accusing him of a $64,- 
000 bank holdup here in March, 
1950. 


Becomes Legend 


Sutton, whose exploits and dis- 


guises 
have 
become 
criminal 


legend, also has been mentioned by 
police in many other recent big 
jobs—including the 1^ -million- 
dollar robbery of Brink's, Inc., 
Boston armored car service, in 
1950.' 


Asked about the Brink's job 


yesterday, 
Sutton 
affected 
a 


toothy, theatrical smile and told 
newsmen: 


"Hell, I don't know anything 


about it. I'll probably be blamed 
for 
anything unsolved in 
the 


books." 


Babe Kuth of Crime 


Police Commissioner George P. 


Monaghan called Sutton "the Babe 
Ruth of bank robbers" and "the 
world's No. 1 criminal." 


Sutton was listed by the FBI as 


one of the nation's 10 most-wanted 
men. But he went along with police 
meekly yesterday although he was 
armed. 


Monaghan said the arrest "ends 


the greatest manhunt in history." 
Then he gave immediate promo- 


tions to the two young patrolmen 
who made the arrest, Joseph J. 
McCleUan, 28, and Donald Shea, 
26. He also promoted Detective 
Louis Weiner who aided them. 


Sutton was spotted tinkering at 


his automobile battery because he 
did not want to pay a garage me- 
chanic 51.50 to do the job for him. 
But police found $7,000 in cash in 
his pocket and another $2,000 in 
his 56-a-week room. 


Near Station 


The room, just a few clocks 


from Brooklyn police headquarters, 
was small and with a minimum of 
furnishings. Sutton lived there as 
"John Mahoney.'V 


Asked how he eluded capture 


during the 18 months he lived in 
Brooklyn, Sutton told newsmen he 
kept away from uniformed police, 
never ate twice in the same restau- 
rant, avoided old friends and 
"ducked women" who "can also 
get you in trouble." 


He said he worked on Staten 


Island here for several years after 
his escape, then went to Brooklyn 
because he was born there and 
knows it "better than any part of 
the country." 


Sutton earned his name of "The 


Actor"—as well as "Slick Willie" 
—from the disguises he used in his 
bank jobs. He has pulled robberies 
dressed as a Western Union mes- 
senger, mail carrier, private chauf- 
feur and even as a policeman. 


31-Year Record 


His police record goes back 31 


years. But his first big job did not 
come off until October, 1930, when 
he and his confederates pulled a 
$130,000 jewel robbery here.- 


A month later he was caught 


and sentenced to Sing Sing prison 
for 30 years, but in late 1932 he 
sawed his way out of a supposedly 
escape-proof cell. 


In 1934, Sutton was captured in 


Philadelphia 
and sentenced 
to 


Holmesburg, Pa., prison for 25 to 
50 years on a robbery conviction. 
He escaped by overpowering a 
guard Feb. 10, 1947, and had been 
a fugitive since. 


He was booked here yesterday 


on charges of burglary, grand lar- 
ceny and assault stemming from 
an indictment involving the 1950 
holdup of the Manufacturers Trust 
Company in Long Island City.

*Meat Supply 
For Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, 


(AP)—President Juan D. Peron 
last night unveiled a program of 
austerity unaccustomed for Ar- 
gentina and unusual for the world 
of economics. 


It's a blend of less meat and 


' § other goods, frozen prices, more 


production, more money for the 
fanners and huge pay raises for 
the workers. 


In a nationwide radio speech, 


Peron outlined the new program 
which he said is necessary to 
ttave off a looming economic 
«risis. The biggest pinch appar- 
ently will come in the reduced 
supply of meat—main Item in the 
Argentine diet, though Peron said 


'4 the nation would have to save on 


other goods as well 


But Peron promised to freeze 


rising prices, pay farmers more 
for their crops and give a pay 


increase of 40 to 80 per cent to 
most of the nation's workers. 


Peron asked for a general in- 


crease of 20 per cent in the na- 
tion's productivity in order to 
solve pressing problems of in- 
flation and an increasing scarcity 
of foreign exchange. The demand 
for more production appeared to 
be aimed chiefly at farmers. 


Their short plantings combined 


with repeated droughts has left 
the country with too few ex- 
ports to pay for the goods she 
must import. The two biggest 
money earning crops, wheat and 
meat, both are short. 


Argentines average eating near- 


ly a pound of meat a day, using 
up three-fourths of their normal 
production at home.
